Charmaine Crouse Yoest, policy analyst with the 
conservative Family Research 
Council in Washington, said, “The 
ramifications are huge. ... You’re 
looking at a fundamental shift at the 
way we view children.” 

Howard Davidson, director 
of the American Bar Association 
Center on Children and the Law, 
said it was unlikely that many chil- 
dren would be hiring lawyers to 
sever parental custody in the future 
He said the case was mainly signifi- 
cant because it had attracted so 
much attention, not vice versa. 

“All of the publicity makes it 
significant,” he said. “To my knowl- 
edge, this is the first time in 
American history that a termina- 
tion-of-parental-rights hearing has been broadcast on 
national television.” - 

Kingsley said she tried hard to provide the boys a 
stable home, but was forced to put them in foster care 
because she couldn’t afford to keep them on a $200-a- 
week salary. 

Under questioning from Gregory’s foster father, 
attorney George Russ, Kingsley denied she had a his- 
tory of alcoholism. Later, she accused Florida social 
workers of thwarting her attempts to contact Gregory. 

Kingsley has been separated from Gregory’s father, 
Ralph, for years. He also lives in St. Louis and is not 
contesting his son’s lawsuit, saying Gregory would be 
better off with his foster parents.

Orem company reaches success 
using animation by computer

Four years ago, an Orem company called Viewpoint 
Animation Engineering began using computer anima- 
tion to reconstruct car accidents for insurance compa- 
nies and attorneys. Today, Viewpoint generates com- 
puter images that animators use to create such won- 
ders as the penguins in Batman Returns, or the 
Statue of Liberty in Home Alone 2. 

John Mellor, vice president of marketing at 
Viewpoint, said the final product that the public sees 
on television or the movie screen is only as good as the 
animators that “give life” to the dataset. “We provide 
the bread, and the animators can either toast it to a 
perfect golden brown or burn it,” Mellor explained. 

Also, Viewpoint supplied the datasets or computer 
images for scenes in Aliens 3 and FreeJack. Many of 
Viewpoint’s datasets have also been used in television 
commercials for Lexus, Adidas, Lens Crafters, the 


Emmy opener for the recent Emmy awards, an ele- 
phant for the Miss World competition in Africa, Serta, 
Toyota, Kawasaki, J.C. Penney’s (camcorder), Bart 
Simpson and all of the openings for David Letterman. 

Viewpoint sells the datasets they generate to 
Hollywood, the government, advertising agencies and 
professional animators across the globe. 

Steve Keele, an electronic sculptor at Viewpoint who 
graduated from BYU in 1982 with a degree in art and 
design, said, “Students should get involved in comput- 
er generated art and animation ... this is a new and 
growing field that good artists can make money in.” 

Brent Adams, assistant professor of design at BYU, 
says the university is not wasting any time in making 
courses available for students interested in this tech- 
nology. “This is the first semester we have offered 
courses on computer animation and 3-D rendering. 
The class was full only four hours after the sign-up 
sheet was posted,” he added.

Media giant receives communication award

Arch L. Madsen, president emeritus of Bonneville 
International, was awarded the BYU Department of 
Communications Hall of Fame Award, the highest 
award given by the department, at the 
Communications Executive Symposium Thursday. 

“In this case it is actually the university that is 
being honored because of the reflected glory and the 
reflected accomplishment of this great man, Arch 
Madsen,” President Rex E. Lee said. 

Madsen, who served on the Board for International 
Broadcasting overseeing the operation of Radio Free 
Europe and Radio Liberty, watched as free radio 
worked toward the fall of communism. 

Madsen’s wife Peggy delivered his remarks for him. 

Madsen spoke of asking Poland’s leader Lech 
Walensa about the role of free radio in Hastern 
Europe. “When we asked him the question whether 
the radio was helpful, his response was unforgettable. 
‘Does the Earth need the sun?’ he replied. We watched 
his face and saw his emotion,” Madsen said. 


“Even Gorbachev relied on the radio broadcasts to 
find out what was happening in his country during 
the coup,” Madsen said. 

“The real purpose of the media has to be to destroy 
ignorance. Everything else has to be of secondary 
importance,” Madsen said. “This is the greatest 
neglect of the media,” he said. 

Madsen was asked by the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints to become president of its, KSL-AM, 
FM and TV broadcast operations. After accepting the 
position, he raised the stations to the No. 1 position in 
their markets. 

Madsen organized Bonneville International 
Corporation as an independent broadcast organiza- 
tion. The New York Times described Madsen as “an 
aggressive marketer, an innovative public service pro- 
grammer, and a leader in television technology,” 
according to a Nov. 24, 1980 article. 

Madsen has been a member of many organizations 
that promote the freedom of press, including the 
World Press Freedom Committee, the International 
Press Institute and the United Press International 
Broadcast Advisory Board. 


Research possibilities 
when picking insurance

It’s something you can’t escape if 
you are a full-time BYU student. 
It’s required every semester. Its 
aim is to serve you 
in times of sickness 
and health, until 
BYU do you part. 
It’s health insur- 
ance. 

Although there 
are endless types 
of health plans available, there are 
several things to be mindful of 
when shopping for insurance. 

Kent Meyers, a vice president at 
Aetna Life and Casualty in 
Hartford, Conn., said it is impor- 
tant for students to be aware that 
they are susceptible regarding 
health plans. “Students are often 
times. unaware of the risks 
involved, and they are easily 
preyed upon by salesmen,” Meyers 
said. 

One way to safeguard yourself 
when looking into a health plan is 
to check the ratings of the compa- 
ny. There are agencies that special- 
ize in rating companies on their 
financial soundness. “A student 
ought to know what the ratings are 
of the company before they buy 
insurance. Your insurance is only 
as good as the company,” Meyers 
said. “If the company goes bank- 
rupt, or becomes insolvent, they 
aren't going to pay your claim,” 
Meyers said. 

Terry Lange, director of reim- 
bursements at Utah Valley 
Regional Medical Center, suggest- 
ed that students are probably bet- 
ter off with insurance companies 
that are well-established. “Stick to 
the major-type plans, Blue Cross, 
Medicare, Blue Shield, etc., and 
beware of the fly-by-night opera- 
tions,” Lange said. 

The Utah Insurance Department 
in Salt Lake City has a regulatory 
department listed under General 
Information and Complaints that 
keeps files on different agencies 
and agents. The department is a 
consumer service resource to any-

one who has a question or com- 
plaint regarding insurance agents 
and agencies. For further informa- 
tion, call 1-800-439-3805. The 
department will tell you if the 
agent or agency in question is a 
possible risk. 

JoAnn Slaugh, 
an insurance tech- 
nician, said this 
department is also 
responsible for 
licensing agencies, 
and anyone has 
the right to know the license status 
of an agent or agency. “Students 
may also call and ask questions 
about a policy other than BYU’s 
policy, and about the insurance 
laws,” Slaugh said. 

Meyers said buyers should read 
the policy under consideration 
thoroughly, so they know exactly 
what will be covered. He also 
warned against depending on the 
agent to explain everything. 

Meyers said you should be partic- 
ularly mindful of exclusions, or the ' 
portion of the policy where they 
explain what isn’t covered. “You 
may be reading through it and find 
out that the one thing you’re con- 
cerned about, they don’t cover,” 
Meyers said. 

If the policy is too complicated to 
read, you are not obligated to try to 
figure it out. Meyers said there are 
plenty of companies that write 
their policies in “understandable 
English,” so don’t waste time trying 
to figure out something that the 
company isn’t willing to put in 
plain language. 

When shopping for insurance, 
Lange said to be aware of the 
deductible. Realize that the higher 
the deductible, the cheaper your 
policy will be. For example, if you 
have a $500 deductible, the insur- 
ance company will not be bothered 
by any expense you incur that is 
less than $500. In addition, the 
holder is usually responsible for 
the first $500 of any larger claim. 

Meyers said one of the primary 
insurance costs is processing 
claims, or the paperwork. “If they

Somalia villagers lured home by food 


HOBISHOWLE, Somalia — Ten days ago, this remote bush village 
was nearly deserted, its hungry residents crowding bigger towns in 
search of food. Now, 1,500 have returned, lured by the first truckload of 
maize — and hope that more will come. 

“Many people left the village because they had nothing to eat, and 
those who stayed were eating animal skins,” said Abdulai Shek Ahmed, 
45, supervisor of the food distribution and a member of the village coun- 
cil. “If we get regular food supplies, more people will come home.” 

What happened in Hobishowle is typical of dozens of villages in south- 
ern Somalia: civil war and famine drove those who could walk to over- 
crowded towns with poor sanitation, not enough water, very limited food 
and rampant disease. 

A major goal of relief agencies working in the region is to return these 
wandering Somalis to their villages — and to keep those who are there 
from leaving — by giving them food and seeds. 

“By us going in, we brought back 1,500 people,” said Phoebe Fraser, 26, 
of Melbourne, team leader of CARE Australia, which provided the truck- 
load of maize. “This means we have a target group motivated to work in 
the community.” E

A missing nine-foot wooden nut- 
cracker statue weighing approxi- 
mately 600 pounds has been recov- 
ered, said Detective Gerald Nielsen 
of the Orem Police Department. 

The statue, a hand-carved image 
of Charles Dickens’ Scrooge charac- 
ter, disappeared in 1989. 

“It’s a novelty item. It probably 
took at least four guys to move it,” 
said Ted McCoy, the legal owner of 
the statue. 

The statue, valued at $10,000, 
was found Monday in the basement 
of a business located in the Provo 
Industrial Park, according to police 
records. 

Nielsen said Orem police officers 
believe the statue was stolen. 
Police will not release the name of 
the owner of the business where 
the statue was found because the 
person is the prime suspect in the 
investigation, Nielsen said. 

The statue used to stand in front 
of M & M Woods, an Orem wood- 
craft and cabinet business. 

McCoy, president of M & M 
Woods, said he was disappointed 
when he came to work Dec. 18, 
1989, and discovered the statue 
was gone. 

“It came to be associated with my 
business. Everybody knew we were 
the “nutcracker business,” McCoy 
said. 

McCoy obtained the statue as 
part of a barter agreement with 
one of his customers.

But proponents of the initiative 
on November’s ballot laughed at 
those assumptions Thursday. 
“They're lying. They’re desperate,” 
said Patricia O’Rorke, a Salt’ Lake 
attorney and spokeswoman for 
Citizens to Put Utah First. 

If Utah voters pass the initiative, 
then each county will be able to 
vote on whether it will have wager- 
ing at horse races. 

The three anti-parimutuel wager- 
ing legislators — Sen. Robert 
Steiner, D-Salt Lake, Rep. Craig 
Moody, R-Sandy, and Rep. Joanne 
Milner, D-Salt Lake — told 
reporters the state would be left 
with a deficit of $137,000 and 
would have to tap the general fund 
to cover the shortage. 

But proponents of the initiative, 
Citizens to Put Utah First, say 
opponents are misrepresenting the 
analysis performed by the legisla- 
tive analyst. 

“Forty-six other states do it and 
they all do it profitably,” O’Rorke 
said. “Utah won’t be any exception. 
They’re trying to find a phony eco- 
nomic argument.” 

Steiner ‘said any deficit would be 
made up at the expense of 
Medicaid patients.

“The migration is more of an eco-

However, those 
leaving for big cities are frustrated 
with extremely low wages or even 
unemployment, she added. 

The population explosion and 
massive migration has caused 
panic in the big cities. Slum hous- 
ing is also on the rise, and health 
and sanitation problems are 
becoming more troublesome, 
Marangu said.

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Black family wages lag behind whites

WASHINGTON — Working wives bring 
financial success to America’s black families, 
the government said Thursday. Even so, they 
and their husbands together earn only 85 cents 
for each dollar earned by a similar white couple. 

Working couples were the only kind of black 
family to see their income rise sharply com- 
pared with whites over the past two decades, 
said Claudette Bennett in a Census Bureau 
study. Black single-earner couples and families 
headed by men or women alone failed to better 
their incomes compared with whites. 

“Black married couples today are far more 
likely to have wives in the paid labor force,” 


Bennett said. 


Two out of three black wives work. When they 
do, they double the median family income to

Black family incomes lag behind that of white 
families even when husband and wife work 
because of “the kind of job that the person has,” 
Bennett said. In 1990, black men and women 
were nearly twice as likely as whites to work in 
low-paying service jobs. 

Black families in general had median incomes 
of $21,548 in 1991, $125 more than the year 
before. That amounted to only 57 cents for every 
dollar earned by white families. 

Young black families earn far less than whites 
their age — around 49 cents to the dollar for 
people in their late 20s and early 30s. 

Although things seem to improve with age, 
blacks’ incomes never come close to whites. 

By age 35, their income has leveled off at 
about 60 cents for every dollar earned by white 
families, and it stays there through retirement 


and old age. 

Why have black families overall fared so poor- 
ly if working couples are doing so well? It’s 
because blacks are less likely to live as married 
couples today, said Isabel Sawhil, senior fellow 
at the Urban Institute. 

Fewer than half of blacks families have a hus- 
band and wife living together today, down from 
two-thirds 20 years ago. 

So the families with high income have less 
impact on the average. ; 

In addition, the nation’s loss of high-paying 
manufacturing jobs has hurt black family 
income. 

“The earnings of men without much education 
have dropped like a stone over the last 20 years, 
and that means that in order to achieve the 
middle class dream, you pretty much have to 
have two earners,” Sawhil said.
